Admiral Georgo W. Melville, en-

gineer-in-cliief of the American navy, 
needs no introduction in international

circles of scientific construction. To

American Review lie contributes an 
able paper on the real naval strength 
of a nation. He combats, along the 
lines he has made familiar in the de- 
partment, 
the 
notion that 
such 


strength is to be reckoned from the 
number of ships, and guns at their 
port-holes, and the resisting power of 
armor plate. There is the admission 
that the actual value of the modern 
•warship (in conflict lias not been pre- 
cisely determined, and 
hence 
the 


mere telling of the catalogue gives no 
indication of the defensive capacity 
of a navy. 


While the qualities mentioned are 


factors he finds in the geographical 
position of the "United States one of 
the strongest defenses, and

•with it are the vastness of the coal

He 
analyzes the conditions obtaining in 
the British navy and he speaks with 
the authority accepted there and 
shown by the sincerest flattery, the 
adoption of his ideas in many plans 
of detailed construction. But the ac- 
tual naval source of National defense 
he illustrates thus: 


The fact that the battle-ship in it- 


self does not constitute naval strength 
may be evidenced by significant cii- 
cumstances. In maintaining dominion 
of the sea Great Britain has invested 
from three to four times as much 
money in naval auxiliaries as in bat- 
tle-ships. These auxiliaries include 
•training-ships, torpedo-boats, supply- 
vessels, cruisers, arsenals, docks, and 
naval s'tations, as well as countless in- 
cidentals that are necessary to sup- 
plement or support the vessels of the 
battle-line- It is the strength of the ' 
support back of the battle-ships that 
causes the experts of England at the 
present time to be very indifferent as 
to any projected alliance of naval con- 
tinental powers.

An agent of an American ginseng 


oouapany was in Milwaukee :i few days 
ago in consultation with men in that 
oity who have been buying lands for 
the purpose of raising ginseng und wlio 
own ginse/ig gardens, the object being 
(o form a trust of the growers, says 
the CMcago Inter Oo"an. 


Ile-jently a number of Milwaukee and 


Chicago capitalists have invested large 
sums in lands in Wood and Juueau 
counties, in Wisconsin, to be utilized 
as ginseng farms or gardens. These 
lands are located near Nekoosn and 
Armenia, the latter town being in Ju- 
neau and on the banks of tlic Wiscon- 
sin river, while Xekoosa is in Wood 
county, a few miles north. 


The attention of tlic United States 


agricultural department was called to 
luis section of the state by a Cliica- 
goau, and the soil nnd climatic condi- i 
•tjous were pronounced among tbe be«t 
in the country for tbe successful cul- 
tivation of ginseng. 
The trust, it is 


said, which it is proposed to form has 
options on large gardens in Wicbi^ari 
nearly opposite Milwaukee and in Mis- 
souri and is in a fair way to make a 
d/jal in a county in the southwestern 
part of tbe state, where a most success- 
ful garden has been in operation for 
several years. 


Tire roots are worth from S3 to §10 


a pound, according to quality, and 
C'ops valued at $50.000 have been 
raised on one acre, while tbe seed alone 
sells at 920 n pound, or an average of 
-Vz cents a seed. The entire crop of 
ginseng raised in the United States 
goes to China, where the natives not 
only eat it for all the ills that flesh is 
heir to, but worship it Fantastically 
shaped pieces of ginseng bring almost 
fabulous prices, especially if they be 
ia the form of a human being or re- 
semble tbe body, with legs, arms 
and head. One of these is said to have 
brought *from a famous mandarin §o,- 
000. 


The agricultural department in a re- 


cent report stated that there was no 
danger of an overproduction and that 
all the ginseng raised in the United 
States in the next twenty years would 
find a ready market. 


The syndicate that has been formed 


bas made offers to the owners of gar- 
dens in Rock, Wood, Juneau, Dodge, 
Waukesba and other counties, where 
second and third year crops have been 
raised. 
It takes about four years to 


produce a marketable root fi»m tbe 
seed. 


A few years ago wild ginseng grew 


in nearly every county in Wisconsin, 
but Indians and others have dug up 
every root and shipped it to the ex- 
porters in New York, where tbey haTe 
received big prices for it It is believed 
that every seed and growing root of 
ginseng will be controlled by the trust 
within a very few weeks. 
, 


Ginseng is cultivated either in tbe 


woods or under cover of brush thrown 
upon a latticework supported above a 
crop of posts or poles. Seeds are har- 
vested for three years, and the fourth 
year the roots from the first seeds sown 
arc ready for market. A man living 
at Palmyra, a few miles west of Mil- 
waukee, planted a quarter of an acre 
with seeds three years ago, and an 
agent this winter bought 300.000 seeds 
from him at 2'/i cents apiece. 


The ginseng is sold in China, it is 


said, for prices ranging all the way 
frorn $60 to S200 a pound, according to 
its quality. It will be seen, therefore, 
that while the growers are now reap- 
ing a ricb harvest tbe exporter is mak- 
ing a vast fortune. Chinamen call gin- 
seng the "man plant"' and believe tbey 
must have it, and consequently tbey 
will pay, if able, any price asked-

The decision came in the case- of the Attorney General to oust 
thn Pennsylvania compa'..y's voluntary relief association on the ground that 
the railroad company has no right to do an insurance business. 


The &uit was brought on complaint of railway employes that it is not 


a voluntary matter 
but that they must pay their money in these asso- 


ciations and absolve the railroad company from claims for damages or they 
cannot secure employment. The court holds the associations to be proper 
ones and that the railroad companies are 
violating neither 
their char- 


ter nor the laws or policy of the state in maintaining them.

The VeriC7.ueian, like many anothor 


insolvent debtor, believes iu letting 
the other man do the worrying, writes 
William Thorp in the New York Mail 
and Express. 
To see him al bis bull- 


fight or bis fiesta you would imagine 
he had not a single cnVe. in the world. 
You would never think that his nation 
owed money to all the civilized world 
and had provoked three of tbe great 
powers to blockade its ports, that civil 
war was devastating the laud and that 
pestilence and poverty were walking 
baud in hand through Caracas. 
The 


Venezuelan, true to his Latin blood, 
lives in tbe moment. So long as be can 
get a few of the luxuries of life lie lets 
the necessaries go hang. 
Like old 


Omar, he does uot heed the ruiuble of 
a distant drum if he be huppy with his 
jug of wine and the rose wreathed 
saki. 


During the festive season of Christ- 


mas and New Year's I was in Caracas 
and La Victoria. At that time the in- 
ternational dispute was at a most crit- 
ical stage. Everybody was afraid that 
the allies might land troops aud seize 
the custom houses, but nobody worried 
about the matter except the American 
minister and the newspaper corre- 
spondents. 
The president 
himself, 


bored to death with political business, 
went off to Ln Victoria to have a good 
time for a week, leaving Mr. Bowen 
to do all tbe worrying. Most of his 
cabinet ministers quit work for what 
they felt to be the really important 
things of life—cockfights, dances aud 
impassioned flirtations with dark eyed 
senoritas at the band concerts in the 
Plaza Bolivar. 


I followed the president out to La 


Victoria and had the unexpected pleas- 
ure of spending iny Christmas day 
there with him. There was a dance in 
the evening, which lasted until 3 a. m. 
The fun was fast and furious, and Cas- 
tro was in the midst of it all the time, 
dancing with the prettiest girls and 
making patriotic speeches to the crowd 
during the intervals. He bad a ball 
every night, and most days there was a 
picnic as well, with more dancing in 
the open air "under the shade of tbe 
sheltering palm." It was not at all an 
easy task to get him to lalk business 
under these conditions. He would not 
even open his telegrams. 


In Caracas every day was a feast 


day, with bullfights aud cockfights, 
baud concerts and balls. The lotteries 
and gambling houses-still did a thriv- 
ing business. 
Your Venezuelan will 


spend his last bolivar on a lottery tick- 
et rather than on a loaf of bread. The 
soldiers will sell their swords to get 
money to gamble with. You cannot en- 
ter a cafe or go around a street corner 
without being pestered to buy a lottery 
ticket by some ragamuffin urchin. Even 
iu tbe president's palace one is not safe 
from them. I was there one afternoon 
when a boy did a brisk business sell- 
ing these tickets to Castro and his min- 
isters as they emerged from a cabinet 
meeting. 


Even iu his business affairs the Vene- 


zuelan is a delightfully irresponsible 
person. 
One morning another corre- 


spondent and myself, having occasion 
to catch an early train to see Castro at 
La Victoria, had breakfast at a cafe 
where we were unknown. Being iu a 
hurry, we forgot to pay. The proprie- 
tor was far too polite to remind us of 
the fact 
When we went back a few 


days afterward aud paid him. we asked 
him why he had not called us back, 
considering that we were absolute 
strangers to him. "That would be 
quite impossible," he said, with his 
grandest air and an elaborate bow. 
"We, could never trouble gentlemen in 
that way." 
Afterward we found out 


this was the common spirit of the Ven- 
ezuelans in business iu Caracas. Fre- 
quently we left cafes and other places 
without "paying out shot.'' aud not 
once was tlic fact ever called «o our 
notice. The Venezuelans trusted that 
we would remeir-ber and pay next day. 
If not—well, they would just write it 
off to profit aud loss. They treat their 
own countrymen in the *nme way. but 
tbe irresponsibility of Hie race some- 
limes induces the latter to forget tbe 
del »t.
